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1 . Claims 1-31 are still pending for examination. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see the applicant's remark, filed 3/21/05, with respect to 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Thus the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Kronz of the 
previous office action has been withdrawn. However, those claims 1-31 are still 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kronz in view of Ross. 
Those two references have been used in the previous office action. The rejections are 
respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in the last office 
action. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3/2/05 with respect to claims 1-3 have been fully 
considered but they are moot in view of the withdrawal of 35 U.S.C. § 102(e).
